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INSTRUCTIONS TO DEPUTY RETURNING 
OFFICERS AT ELECTIONS. 


You have been appointed to act as a Deputy Returning 
Othcer for taking the votes of the Electors at the ensuing 
Election. 


_ The place at which you will hold the Poll you will find 
named in your Commission, which with that of your Poll 
Clerk and some of the other forms to be used you will find 
in the Poll Book furnished you for your sub-division. 


On the Voters’ List furnished, you will be careful to read 
over every name before opening the Poll, in order that you 
may not reject any vote on the ground of the name not being 
on the list. 


Before entering on your duties, you will first take the Oath 
of Office (Form 10 in Poll Book) before a Commissioner or 
a Justice of the Peace, who will! subscribe his name as such. 
You will then appoint your Poll Clerk and see that he takes 
his Oath of Office before yourself or a Justice of the Peace. 
You will carefully examine the ballots and note on each of 
the books the number you receive. 


You will be careful to see that proper compartments are 
provided at your polling station in which the Electors may 
mark their ballots unobserved? 


You will be careful to see that you yourself and every other 
person at your polling station takes the oath of Secrecy before 
the opening of the poll. 


You will pay strict attention to the oaths required to be 
made, at the close of the poll, by yourself and Poll Clerk. 


You will also be careful to place all the papers in the ballot 
box at the close of the election, in their own proper envelopes, 
endorsing same as to contents, which are furnished in order 
that, vou may not make any mistake, then seal up the ballot 
box. These you will deliver to the Returning Officer with 
the ballot box aecording to the Election Act, and take oath 
(Form 25). See Section 120 (2). 


You will exercise the greatest care in counting the ballots, 
and so far as possible make the Candidates’ agents present 
“tally” the count with vou at every five votes for each Cap- 
didate. If this is done any error in counting is at once 
detected. You will be very careful in filling up the Ballot 
Paper account, and STATEMENT OF VOTES GIVEN 
FOR EACH CANDIDATE, at the close of the election.

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Copies of the sections in the Ontario Election Act in 
regard to Secrecy and Guidance to Voters are furnished, 
which you will be careful to have posted up.

Your account for the holding the election will be made out 
and handed to the Returning Officer in a separate envelope 
with your other papers. Forms are furnished you herewith. 

The ballot boxes used at this election, together with un- 
used forms and the Election Act, must be returned to the 
Returning Officer. 


The Returning Officer will provide you with a copy of the 
Ontario Election Act for your guidance, and that of your 
Poll Clerks, and it is expected that you will carefully study 
ats provisions in order that you may properly and success- 
fully carry out that which is required of you. 


You are particularly referred to sections 81 to 85 of the 
Act as to Poll Clerks and*their duties; to section 89, which 
deals with certificates to yourself, your Poll Clerk, and agents 
to enable you to vote at the polling place where you are 
employed; to sections 91 to 112, which govern the Poll and 
proceedings thereat; and to sections 113 to 123, which treat 
of proceedings after close of the Poll, with all of which you 
are expected particularly to familiarize yourself. 


The Returning Officer will deliver to you two days, at 
least, before polling day, poll book, forms, and necessary 
supplies, together with five copies of the printed directions 
for the guidance of voters, and you are required before, or 
at the opening of the Poll, to post them up in a conspicuous 
place outside and in the polling place and to see that they 
remain so posted while the Poll is open. 


You appoint, by Commission under your hand—see Form 
15 in Poll Book—a Poll Clerk to assist you in taking the 
Poll, and he must take the Oath. See Form 16 in Poll Book. 


If you are a Deputy Returning Officer for any one of the 
Ridings of Toronto, you are particularly requested to make 
yourself familiar with section 24, which treats specially 
of proceedings in Electoral Districts entitled to return more 
than one member. 


If you are holding a special Poll to receive Railway Em- 
ployees’ votes, note carefully the provisions of The Ontario 
Election Act, 1919, section 14. See page 29 of the attached 


pamphlet. 


Nothing contained in these instructions will relieve > ou 
from a careful study of the Election Act furnished vou. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO DEPUTY RETURNING OFFICERS AT THE 
TEMPERANCE REFERENDUM ACT VOTING. 


The above instructions to Deputy Returning Officers at 
Elections apply almost wholly to Deputy Returning Officers 
acting under The Temperance Referendum vote except that 
instead of voting for candidates the vote is upon questions. 

Read The Temperance Referendum Act, 1919, which is in 
the attached pamphlet. 

The directions for the guidance of voters are of course 
different from those in elections and you will kindly familiar- 
ize yourself with them. 

Remember that each voter must vote on every question— 
see The Temperance Referendum Act, 1919, section 2 (3), 
otherwise the entire ballot is void.

An Act respecting Elections to the Assembly. 


Assented to 26th March, 1918. 


IS MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province of Ontario, 
enacts as follows:

(2) The lists of voters to be used at the voting upon 


such questions shall be the last lists of voters 
prepared and certified under The Ontario Elec- 
tion Act, 1918, and amendments thereto, and 
the persons qualified to vote upon the said ques- 
tions shall be the persons qualified to vote at the 
election of a member to serve in the Assembly. 


(3) Every voter shall vote on every one of the said 


questions, otherwise his entire ballot shall be 
void and shall be rejected. 


(4) The returning officer appointed for each electoral 


district shall make his return to the Clerk of the 
Crown in Chancery, showing the number of 
votes polled for the affirmative and negative of 
each of the said questions in each muni- 
cipality in such electoral district, and upon the 
receipt of the last of such returns the Clerk of 
the Crown in Chancery shall make the return 
to the Lieutenant-Governor in Couneil and shall 
give notice thereof in the Ontario Gazette, show- 
ing the number of votes polled in Ontario for 
the affirmative and negative of each of the said 
questions. 


(5) The Lieutenant-Governor in Council may from 


time to time, by Order-in-Council, give such dir- 
ections and make such regulations as may ap- 
pear to him to be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this section, and for the guidance of 
returning officers and other persons charged with 
the duty of taking the vote, and may by such 
directions or regulations modify or alter any of 
the provisions applicable to the taking of the vote 
when compliance therewith appears to be incon- 
venient and impracticable, and may make due 
provision for circumstances which may arise and 
which are not provided for or contemplated by 
this section. 


(6) The forms to be used at the taking of the vote upon 


the questions to be submitted under this Act 
shall be the same as nearly as may be as the 


hs 


forms used at an election to the Assembly, but 
such forms may be modified and altered to com- 
ply with the provisions of this section or any 
regulation made thereunder. 


(7) The fees and expenses to be allowed to returning Fees and 
officers and other officers and servants for ser-- 
vices performed under this section, and the ex- 
penses incurred in carrying out the provisions 
of this section shall be payable in the same man- 
ner, and shall be subject to the same provisions 
as to the issue of accountable warrants and the 
auditing and certifying of accounts as in the 
case of fees and expenses under The Ontario rev. Stat.,

(8) If the returns made by the Clerk of the Crown in echo ‘ 
Chancery show that the majority of the votersaffirmative 
voting thereon voted in favour of the affirmative question. 
to the first question, The Ontario Temperance 
Act shall be repealed, and such repeal shall take 
effect on such date as may be fixed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council by proclamation, and 
upon the date fixed by the proclamation of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council, The Inquor 
License Act as amended prior to the passing of 

. The Ontario Temperance Act, shall be revived 
and shall be in force in Ontario, and all by-laws 
and regulations made thereunder, including any 
by-laws and regulations passed or made under 
section 137 of the Act, or any provision for which 
the said section was substituted, shall be in force 
and shall have effect until altered or modified 
by lawful authority, as if The Ontario Temper- 
ance Act had not been passed. 


(9) If the said returns shall show that a majority of Majority in

ing thereon shall have voted in favour of the 
affirmative to the third question. 


(11) If the said returns shall show that a majority of 


the voters voting thereon voted in favour of the 
affirmative to the third question, then at any time 
after the 31st day of December, 1921, by-laws 
may be submitted to the electors of any muni- 
cipality in the manner and subject to the con- 
ditions prescribed by section 137 and the follow- 
ing sections of The Inquor License Act, chapter 
215 of the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1914, 
respecting the submission of local option by-laws 
and the repeal thereof, and the said sections 


shall for the purposes of this subsection be 


deemed to be revived and shall apply mu- 
tatis mutandis, but the by-law to be submitted

(a) In the case of a municipality in which h- 
censes have not been issued for the sale of 
light beer in standard hotels—shall be a by- 
law authorizing the sale of hght beer in 
duly licensed standard hotels in the muni- 
cipality; or 


(b) In the case of a municipality in which li- 
censes have been issued for the sale of light 
beer in standard hotels—shall be a by-law 
prohibiting the sale of light beer in duly 
licensed standard hotels in the municipality, 


and if a majority of the voters voting upon 
a by-law submitted under clause (a) approves 
of the same, licenses may be issued by the 
Board under and subject to such regulations as 
the Board may with the approval of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council from time to time 
prescribe, authorizing the sale of light beer in 
standard hotels in the municipality, anything 
in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
if a majority of the voters voting upon a by-law 
submitted under clause (b) approves of the 
same, such by-law shall come into force and 
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take effect as from the 1st day of May next 
after the passing thereof, and any licenses there- 
tofore issued by the Board authorizing the sale 
of light beer in standard hotels in such muni- 
cipality shall upon said date be revoked and 
cancelled.

The Ontario Election Act, 1919, section 12, enacts as 
follows: 


12, Where by any statute of Ontario it is directed that application 
a question or questions shall be submitted to the vote of the orevisions to 
electors qualified to vote at the election of members to thereferendum. 
Assembly, all the provisions by law applicable to the hold- 
ing of an election to the Assembly, including the appointment 

of returning officers, and other officials, the preparation of 
lists of voters and polling lists, the hours of polling, the 
qualification and oaths of voters, illegal and corrupt prac- 
tices and penalties and prosecutions therefor, the manner of 
preparing the ballot and the marking thereof, the appoint- 
ment, rights and duties of agents and the manner of counting 
the votes and making returns thereof shall mutatis mutandis 
apply to the taking of the vote upon any such question. 
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
